Condon Tells Congress 
Committee He Is Not, 
Never Was, a Contmunist 


At his own request, Congressman 
Robert L. Condon Democrat, rep- 
resenting the Sixth District (Con- 
tra Costa and Solano counties) 
went before the Senate-House 
Atomic Energy Committee last 
week and denied in detail under 
oath that he is or ever was a 
Communist or had any of the 
Communist connections insinuated 
in smear stories which “have been 
spread against him.

FROM COUNCILMAN 


GLENN E. HOOVER 


Editor, Labor Journal: 

Your editorial entitled “Glenn 
Hoover’s Notion” (Jan. 15) says 
that I am “reported to have sug- 
gested” to my fellow Councilmen 
that “some steps be taken to pre- 
vent Key System workers from 
striking again.” Because this ac- 
count of my “Notion” is quite in- 
accurate, I want to state briefly 
what my suggestion was, and why 
I made it. 

1. During the last Key System 
strike there was a steadily increas- 
ing demand for the Mayor, the 
City Manager, and particularly the 
Council “to do something” so that 
public transportation might be re- 
stored. 

2. The Council finally passed a 
resolution, introduced by one of 
my colleagues, directing the City 
Attorney to report on what our 
City, or the State, might do to pre- 
vent an interruption of service by 
the Key System—or other public 
utility serving this area. This re- 
port is available for examination 
in the office of the City Clerk or 
in the City Attorney’s office, It 
confirms what our better informed 
citizens already surmised, to-wit: 
at present our City has no powers 
which could be used to protect the 
public from being .deprived of 
either public transportation, light 
gas or telephones. 

However, the report did show 
that the powers of the State are 
not so limited, and it seemed to 
me that our City, in conjunction 
with neighboring cities, the public 
utility companies which serve this 
area, the unions concerned and 
any other interested parties, 
should try to agree on some re- 
medial measures which they could 
recommend to the State Legisla- 
ture. This is the real substance of 
what you call my “Notion’—and 
for it I have no apology. 

A conference, or conferences, as 
suggested above might result in 
nothing, but it seems worth try- 
ing. If anyone knows of some other 
step our City could take which 
would be more likely to assure our 
people that labor disputes would 
never deprive them of light, gas, 
telephones or public transporta- 
tion, I am sure that all of us on 
the Council would be glad to hear 
of it. We should not wait until the 
raing pour. down again before we 
try to repair the roof.

Bates added that the program recommended by Mr. Eisen- 
hower would involve monthly payments of about $70, or 
more than twice as much, Bates figured, as typical low-income 
families can afford.
